Mr. Gerard learned 
that the Government had no official 
news whatever on this subject. 

The only information which the Gov- 


ernment is that contained in newspapef 
dispatches from abroad, which throw 
little light on the circumstances attend- 
ing the destruction of the steamer. It 
is not even clear whether the disaster 
Was due to a torpedo or a mine and 
whether, in case the vessel was torpe- 
doed, there were special circumstances 
which impelled the commander of the 
submarine to attack the Arabic. 

Until official advices have been re- 
ceived definitely clearing up these 
points the foreign office will hardly be 


_ ir. a position to discuss the case or make 


any declaration of policy concerning the 
incident. 

Officials of the foreign office make it 
clear that they have no intention of 
flouting the United States or seeking 
to bring about a situation such as that

PRESIDENT HEARS 
BERLIN WILL SEND 
FAVORABLE WORD 


Unofficial Assurance That Ger- 
many Wishes to Avoid Break 
Relieves Tension. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—President 
Wilson has been informed unofficially 
from sources close to Count von Berns- 


“torff, the German Ambassador, that the 
* next communication from Berlin on the 


sinking of the Arabic will be of a char- 
acter satisfactory to the United States. 

Coming close on the telegram which 
the Ambassador forwarded to the State 
Department yesterday by direction of 
his Government, declaring it was not the 
intention of Germany that any Ameri- 
can lives should be sacrificed in the 
sinking of the ship, this development 
Was regarded as indicating that Ger- 
many would make some proposal, sat- 
isfactory .to the United States, respect- 
ing submarine attacks on vessels pure- 
ly of a passenger-carrying nature. Of- 
ficials are at a loss to conjecture what 
the German Government will propose, 
but the assurances that there is every 
desire in Berlin to avoid a break with 
the United States ‘has relieved the situ- 
ation much. 

Officials were eager to know what 
position Germany would now take with- 
out surrendering her contended right to 
submarine warfare against enemy com- 
merce. 

Chairman Simmons of the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee, who w President 
Wilson today, said he believed the sit- 
wation looked much better as a result 
of the message from Count von Berns- 
torff. 

"J do not believe that the telegram 
would have been sent unless the Ger- 
man Government intended to meet the 
position of the United States,” said 
Senator Simmons... “I think the mes- 
sage shows that Germany does not want 
to break with the United States.”’ 

It was reported that Count von Bern- 
storff expected to come to Washington 
shortly to discuss the situation person- 
ally with Secretary Lansing. | 

A week or more is expected to elapse 
before Germany is heard from again.

BEING INSTALLED IN SUBMARINE 


Edison Invention, Placed in Ki {fn 
New York, Expected to Eliminate 
Greatest Danger. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 2%.—The installa- 
tion of the néw nickel batteries invente? 
by Thomas A. Edison, by which it is 
hoped to prevent the escape of chlorine 
gas in submarines, was in progress to- 
day on board the submarine K1, at the 

New York Navy Yard. 

Chlorine gas in one of the greatest 
dangers of undersea boats, and many 
officers familiar with them believe thar 
it caused the loss of the F4 at Honolu- 
lu several months ago. If the nickel 
batteries are as effective as it is hoped 
the United States navy will possess the 
first under-water craft in which the 
danger of chlorine is eliminated. 

It will require about two weeks to in- 
stall the batteries.

The sam- 
pling of grain has been done for the 
exchange for 25 yeurs by the firm of 
Barron & Wilson and the exchange 
members say that their service is highly 
efficient and satisfactory. 

Bradshaw’s Employes. 

Commissioner Bradshaw, in his annual 
report, called attention to the fact that 
all the employes of the State Grain In- 
spection Department, which he had re- 
tained or appointed, “are of my politi- 
cal faith, and I have found it both easy 
and pleasant to find Democrats who are 
splendidly equipped and qualified to fill 
every position in this department.”’ 

The politics of all the employes of the 
State Grain Inspection Department, 
which comes under the supervision of 
Bradshaw as Warehouse Commissioner, 
is given in his annual report, except 
that of his daughter, Miss Amy Brad- 
shaw, who is carried on the payrolls of 
the department at a salary of $125 a 
month.

PURPOSE OF U.S. 


TO HELP HAITENS, 
DECLARES LANSING 


Protectorate Proposed Merely to 
Free People From Revolutions 
That Ruin Country. 


REPLY TODAY ASKED FOR 


Washington Would Control Fi- 
nances and Police of Island 
Republic 10 Years. 


By Associated Pregs. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 2%.—Secretary 


Lansing said today that the treaty the 
United States has submitted to Haiti 
proposing 10 years of American control 
of the island Government’s finances had 
for its sole purpose the establishment 
of a stable government which could be 
entirely turned over to the Haitiens 
themselves. 

The American Charge at Port-au- 
Prince has asked the Haitien Govern- 
ment for an answer to the American 
proposals today. Secretary Lansing 
confirmed the outline of the plan as it 
was stated in yesterday’s news dis- 


patches from Port-au-Prince and said: 

“We have only one purpose; that is 
to help the Haitien people and 
prevent them from being exploited by 
irresponsible revolutionists. These ahe 
not properly revolutions, they are unor- 
ganized enterprises, which involve no 
question of principle and they are ruin- 
ing the country. 

“While they are in progress people sre 
starving in the streets of Port au Prince, 
because they cannot secure the supplies 
of food which abound In the country. 
Things have been going from bad to 
worse and something must be done. 
The United States Government has no 
purpose of aggression and is entirely 
disinterested in promoting this protecto- 
rate. We have not even asked for Mole 
St. Nicholas.”’ 

The Secretary added that, of course, 
the arrangement would have to be ap- 
proved by the United States Senate. 

Turbulent Haiti's new Government has 
beer, asked by the United States to ap- 
prove a convention under which, for lv 
years, the American rT woul:l 
administer the finances and supervise 
the rolicing of the island republic. 


More Marines to Be Landed. 

While the diplomatic branch of the 
United States Government is working 
cut a plan for future peace in Haiti’s 
domestic life and foreign relations, the 
Navy Department is proceeding with 
preparations for an extended stay of its 
marines on the island. 

Rear Admiral Caperton, in command 


of the forces now occupying not only 


‘he capital but most of the principal 
tuwns and strategic points, has the 
situation well ir hand, with something 
«ver 2000 marines and bluejackets. He 
is to be reinforced immediately by the 
armered cruiser Tennessee with a bat- 
talion of 350 additional marinés. 

Now that action has become neces- 
sary. the Washington administration 
does not intend to leave Haiti to her 
own resources again until necessary 
steps have been taken to prevent a re- 
currence of the events of the last eight 
years, during which the little republic 
has had eight presidents—most of them 
successful revolutionists—has been in 
constant trouble with her foreign debts 
und has been unable to guarantee the 
safety either of her own people or of 
ioreigners. 

A high official of the administration 
explained that the present period of 
reconstruction had been deemed the op- 
portune time to press the proposed 
treaty and that the sole object was to 
place the Haitien people in charge of 
their own destinies. 

It was declared that 10 years should 
suffice to give the islanders a realiza- 
tion of the advantage of permanent, 
honest government, free from. revolution 
and opposition by selfish politicians. 

The late President Guillaume was 
asked to enter into such a treaty as is 
now proposed but he was obsessed by 
fear of dominant military leaders, who 
are reported to have threatened to kill 
him if he acceded. 

His successor, President Dartiguenave, 
was elected by the Haitien Congress 
over the opposition of the revolutionists 
who had overthrown Guilliaume. 

Opposition in Haiti. 

These same revolutionists are expected 
to oppose strenuously the convention 
with the United States, and it has been 
known here that details of the plan 
would not meet with the approval of a 
majority of the members of the Haitien 
Congress. 

Therefore, press dispatches telling of 
the development of opposition were not | 
surprising to officials. It is confidently 
believed, however, that authorization for 
the signing of a treaty will be forth- 
coming promptly and that once this is 
done there will be little difficulty in 
having accepted the terms outlined in 
the State Department's draft. 

The matter will be settled as expedi- 
tiously as possible. Officials think that 
only by placing Haiti's finances on a 
permanent and substantial basis can 
drastic action by some European cred- 
itors be avoided.

BERLIN, via London, Aug. %.—The 
Russian advanced positions to the 
southwest of the fortress of Brest-Li- 
tovsk were broken through yesterday 


by the Germans, according to the offi- 
clal announcement given out today by 
the army headquarters staff. 
The statement says: 
“Army group of Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg: North of the Niemen River 
750 Russions were taken prisoners dur- 
ing successful engagements in the neigh- 
borhood of Birshi. 

More Tham 6000 Men Taken. 

“The army of Gen. von Eichhorn is 
advancing victoriously towards the east, 
fighting all the way. This army cap- 
tured 1850 Russians and took several! 
machine guns. 

‘The army of Gen. von Scholz reached 
Berecowka, captured Knyszyn and 
crossed the Narew River to the south 
of Tykocin. 

“The army of Gen. von Gallwits cap- 
tured the Narew River crossing on the 
Sokly-Bialystock high road. Its right 
wing has reached Orlanka, after having 
driven back the enemy. This army took 
more than 4700 prigoners, including 1% 
officers and nine hine guns. 

“Army group of Prince Leopold of 
Bavaria: Yesterday the enemy attempt- 
ed in vain to bring our pursuit to a 
standstill. He was attacked and thrown 
back into Bialowleska forest. South of 
this forest our troops reached the re- 
gion to the east of Wierschowicze. We 
captured more than 1700 prisoners. 

“Army sroup of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen: Pursuing the defeated en- 
emy, this army group is approaching the 
hills on the western bank of the Besma, 
north of Brest-Litovsk.

The prisoners taken 
seem to include not orzjiy the regular 
garrison, but also many soldiers and 
units which had strayed in the Rus- 
sian retreat. Novogeorgievsk is pure- 
ly a fortress. Its buildings and bridges 
are virtually all of a inilitary nature. 
The town was fired by the Russians 
just before they capitulated, the flames 
rising on every side sypitting from the 
embrazures of the citadel and military 
storehouse and the smoke going down 
the valley of the Vistula made a spec- 
tacular scene. 

At the summit of Citadel Hill a mas- 
sive square-towered building with a Red 
Cross flag floating from its staff rose 
above the city. In the shadow of the 
fing burning storehouses of small-arms 
amniunition provided an uninterrupted 
fisillade as the flames reached one de- 
yot of cartridge» after another. 

Along the railroad track were long 
|rows of freight cars loaded with shells 
and other supplies to which the Rus- 
sians applied the torch before their sur- 
render. Tnese cxplosives would have 
rnade the entrance of the Germans 
highly dangerous had not the slow- 
burning powder merely blown out the 
fuses instead of exploding the shells. 

These munitions apparently were 
loaded on trains to be carried away 
with the retreating army, but the break- 
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ing of a small railroad bridge within the 
fortress under the weight of a flat car 
‘oaded with a heavy mortar prevented 
the Russians from saving them. This 
may have been a contributing reason 
for the Russian decision to defend the 
fortress.

PARIS, Aug. 25.—A French official 
report on fighting in the Dardanelles 
between Aug. 20 and the morning of 
Aug. 25, relates that the British left 
wing has made progress against the 
Turks, occupying 800 yards of Turk- 
ish trenches in the northern zone of 
the fighting, and that a French avia- 
tor on Aug. 20 was successful in 
sending to the bottom a large Turk- 
ish transport. 

The statement, as given out by the 
French War Office this afternoon, 
reads: 

“The period of five days since the 
issuing of the last communication 
on the Dardanelles has been marked 
in the northern zone by “further 
progress on the part of the British 
left wing. These British troops have 
occupied 800 yards of enemy 
trenches, 

“In the southern zone the opera- 
tions have been limited to artillery 
actions and to fighting between 
patrols. 

“During the night of Aug. 23-24 
a French company was successful! in 
a surprise attack on a Turkish po- 
sition used by the enemy for listen- 
ing purposes. On the morning of 
Aug. 25 a detachment of Turkish sol- 
diers endeavored to reoccupy this 
position, but they were repulsed, 

“On Aug. 20 our squadron bom- 
barded with success a point of de- 
barkment at Acbachiliman, on the 
European side of the strait, to the 
north of Nagara. In spite of the vio- 
lent fire of numerous hostile batter- 
ies one of our aviators was success- 
ful in sinking, at its anchorage, a 
large Turkish transport.’ 


BRITISH CHECKED 
AT SUVLA BAY 


Forest Fires Stop Advance and 
Report of Sweeping Victories 
Is Confirmed. 


LONDON, Aug. 2%.—A long dispatch 
from the British press representative in 
the Dardanelles was issued today. It 
is dated Aug. 12, and gives numerous 
details of the landing in Suvla Bay and 
the diversion provided by the Aus- 
tralian forces on the Anzac cove, as re- 
ported in Gen. Sir Ian Hamilton’s dis- 
patch of Aug. 10. 

While abounding in testimony as to 
the valor of the British forces and 
fierceness and stubbornness of the long 
fighting, this dispatch fails to support 
recent reports of sweeping -llied suc- 
cesses on the Gallipoli peninsula, and 
the real conclusion to be drawn frorm 
it is that the position has undergone no 
material change for the better. 

Turks Reinforced, 

The official statement issued by the 
Press Bureau Aug. 20 said “the Turks 
have been able to bring our further ad- 
vance at this point to a standstill.” Ac. 
cording to today’s detailed dispatch, the 
Suvla Bay force encountered no very 
serious opposition on first reaching the 
shore, but before it covered much 
ground beyond Salt Lake, the Turks 
brought up reinforcements and the ad- 
vance on the new line was checked by 
the accidental ignition of the woods and 
dense undergrowth, which for - time 
affected friend and foe alike. These 
fires apparently to some extent y--~e 
responsible for the failure of the new 
troops to accomplish the full task get 
for them.

FRANCE ANTICIPATED WAR, 
BELGIAN DOCUMENT SHOWS 


Berlin Paper Publishes Final Installment of 
Papers, Said to Have Been Seized 


in Brussels. 


BERLIN, via London, Aug. %.—The 
final installment of the long series of 
articles published by the Norddeutsche 
Allgemeine Zeitung, reproducing what 
purports to be secret Belgian diplomat- 
ic reports found in the archives at 
Brussels, was printed yesterday. 

These documents have included re- 
ports made by the Belgian Ministers at 
Berlin, Paris and London to the Bel- 
gian Foreign Office.

The same men, authoritative and com- 
petent, who two years ago manifested 
great anxiety at the mere mention of 
possible difficulties between France and 
Germany have changed their tone to- 
day; they say they are sure of victory; 
they want the progress—which, more- 
over, is real—accomplished by the army 
of the republic, and assert it would be 
able at least to hold the German army 
in check long enough to permit Russia 
to mobilize, concentrate troops and hur!

Frisco Opens Main Line to 


Southwest by Detouring on 
Missouri Pacific. 


Train service into and out of St. 
Louis, which had been demoralized by 
flood waters since last Friday, was re- 
stored to normal this’ morning with 
three minor exceptions. 

The Frisco, which had been detouring 
its Texas trains over the Katy to North 
Clinton, Mo., was operating today on its 
own main line tracks on all points ex- 
cept between Valley Park and Pacific. 
It is using Missouri Pacific tracks be- 
tween these towns. Suburban service 
on the Frisco between Valley Park and 
Pacific has been canceled until further 
notice. 

Iron Mountain trains for the South 
and Southwest continued to be operated 
over the Tllinois division to Illmo, over 
the Cotton Belt to Paragould, Ark., and 
thence over their own lines. Iron Moun- 
tain trains between Picdmont and Pop- 
lar Bluff, Mo., 38 miles, are still under 
water.

PETROGRAD, Aug. 25.—A vivid,story 
of the German effort to land troops in 
Pernau, in the northeast corner of the 
Gulf of Riga, is told by a Russian offi- 
cial from Pernau, who has reached 
here. 

“At 6 o’clock on the evening of Aug. 
19, while the elite of the 50,000 people of 
the city were assembled. in the naval 
park listening to a band concert,”’ the 
official relates, ‘“‘a policeman ordered 
them to disperse. It was then noticed 
that a German ship was off shore far 
away towards the horizon. She re- 
mained for some time making observa- 
tions. It appeared later that the Rus- 
sians had signaled the ship to halt, not 
knowing her nationality, and that sig- 
nals questioning the vessel as to this 
point remained unanswered. 

“The people of the city did not be- 
come alarmed until cannonading was 
heard at sea during the night. At 10 
p. m. smoke of several German ships be- 
came visible. Three of them seemed to 
be light cruisers and four large trans- 
ports. 

“Soon the Russian batteries on shore 
opened fire on the Germans. The Ger- 
man ships replied and a continuous roar 
of guns on both sides ensued. 

“The German ships were three miles 
away, being unable to approach nearer 
on account of the shallow water. Their 
fire was inaccurate. Nobody in Per- 
nau was killed, but a few persons in 
Oretols lost their lives. The railway 
lines were damaged, but were quickly 
repaired. 

“The Germans fired uninterruptedly 
from 11 o’clock in the evening until 
three the next afternoon. Panic seized 
the population and people‘of all classes 
rushed for the railroad station and many 
were carried away on a crowded train, 
passengers occupying even the roofs of 
cars. The train moved slowly through 
the suburbs, passengers climbing aboard 
as it passed. From the cars there were 
seen the hulls of three German trans- 
ports, which Russian artillery had crip- 
pled, the Russian fire having been ac- 
curate. ; 

“Upon the repulse of the German 
squadron the train returned, bringing 
the postal and telegraph officials.’’ 

Another account says that the Rus- 
sians captured German transports and 
sloops carying a landing force and sank 
two torpedo boats. 


$20,000,000 EXPORT CREDIT 
ISSUED TO FRANCE IN U. S, 


Will Enable American Firms to Be 
Paid Here, Eliminating Risk 
of Exchange. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—Announcement 
is made by Brown Bros. & Co. that ar- 
rangements for a $20,000,000 French com- 
mercial export credit have been com- 
peted and the credit issued. 

“The purpose of the credit,”” say the 
bankers, “‘is to enable American export- 
ers to be paid in dollars in the United 
States, eliminating any risk of exchange, 
and thus facilitating our exports. It 
also will enable French buyers of Amer- 
ican merchandise and other commodi- 
ties, who have found it difficult, owing 
to extraordinary conditions now prevail- 
ing, to obtain exchange with which to 
settle their accounts with American 
merchants. 

“The credit is for a period of one 
year and is to be availed of by drafts at 
90 days’ sight. In addition to the re- 
sponsibility of the French drawers of 
the bill, the credit is secured by the 
guarantee of the Banque of France, of 
payment at maturity in gold, if neces- 
Sary. Collateral is also deposited in 
New York as additional protection of 
the credit.”

“It is calculated that the first line 
troope lost about & per cent in casu- 
alties and the reserves about 2 per 
cent, their places being taken by re- 
cruits from the 1914 class and from other 
categories and reformed units, includ- 
ing the 1915 class of recruits. 

“Since then they have lost again about 
50 per cent in casualties, so probably 
there remains only about 2% per cent 
of the original first-line troops, to which 
must be add2d the men slightly wounded 
who have returned to the fighting line. 

“The German casualt‘es in killed, 
wounded and missing reported to June 
£4 totalled 1,672,444 men, of whom. 306,123 
were killed, 15,808 died of disease and 
640,728 either are missing or prisoners 


) or are so seriously wounded as to put | 


them out of action for the remainder 
of the war. Since June 8% there has 
been heavy fighting, »prcbably bringing 
the total loss up to 2,000,%0 for the year. 

“Assuming that half a million men 
were only slightly wounded and recov- 
ered, the effective loss is assumed to 
amount.to 1,000,000 in addition to which 
probably half a million men are wound- 
ed who are absent from the front on 
leave in hospitals. This makes the total 
net logs for the year 1,500,000, of whom 
from 400,000 to 460,00) men were killed. 

‘The Germans, it is calculated, at the 


beginning of the war had 8,000,000 men 
available for military service, and that 
number might Be increased by a million 
or a million and a half if every man 
of military age gave his service. The 
only reasonable suggestion, therefore, 
for the fact that the Germans have 
only 3,200,000 men on the fighting line is 
that they are unable to supply more 
than that number with equipment.

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NEUTRALS’ PEACE 
MOVE HELD UP BY 
LACK OF INITIATIVE 


None of European Nations Will- 
ing to Participate Will Agree 
to Call Conference.

COPENHAGEN, Aug. 2, via The 
clague.—There will be no conference of 
Luropean neutrals in the immediate fu- 
ture. Efforts to get Norway, Sweden, 
Denniark, Holland and Switzerland each 
‘o send two cificial representatives to 
Stockholm or The Hague to constitute 
a conference of European neutrals with, 
n view of ascertaining the feslings of 
the belligerents end submitting proposals 
.c end the war, appear to have all but 
failed. 

With each of the countries named 

having expressed willingness to partici- 

pate. none of them finally would take 
the initial step necessary. 

The first obstacle that the belligerents 

might consider such a move with un- 

friendly eyes was removed through vari- 
ous pcrsons*working .cn the project wh» 
visited governments in the different cap- 

‘tals. Expressions were had from all 

that such a oonference would not ‘ec 

considered an unfriendly act. 

Attitude of Belligcrents. 

Lor.don stated that no obstacle would 
be placed in the way of such a con- 
ference. Berlin made a similar answer. 
Petrograd had no objection, but it ap- 
peared to ‘be skeptical of the results. 
Paris wasn’t optimistic of what such a 
conference cculd accomplish but said 
it might go ahead. The Belgian Gov- 
ernment preferred to regain Belgiun: 
without it being made a second battle- 
sround, if that were possible, and with- 
suit it being fought over again foot by 
foot. 
The resolution of the Anti-War Society 
of Holland, on Aug. 3, calling on that 
Government to take the initiative but 
upon the precondition of the restoring 
of czelgian independence, brought in a 
discordant note which threatened to up- 
set the entire plan. It necessitated an- 
other visit to several capitals by some 
of the persons working on the confer- 
ence scheme to get that matter straight- 
ened out again. 

The next question, that of inviting 
America, came under consideration. 
Some of the neutrals were strongly for 
it; some were more or less indifferent. 
One belligerent was inclined to think 
that America was too inexperienced and 
without sufficient practical knowledge 
of European affairs, conditions and pol- 
itics to play the star role in such a 
conference. 

None Would Take Initiative. 

It was to have been decided the past 
week which of the European neutrals 
was to take the initiative in calling the 
others together. From what I learn 
here, on good authority, it developed, at 
the last moment that, while all were 
willing to take part in what several 
hailed as an excellent plan, none would 
agree to take the necessary initial move 
of calling the others together. 
Une wanted to go ahead without the 
“big brother’ across the seas. It was 
believed that the conference, without 
the influence of America, would stand 
little chance of accomplishing anything 
On one had, it was agreed that, in 
view of the situation between America 
and Germany, President Wilson could 
hardly take part at this time and, on 
the other hand, that the German vic- 
tories in the East did not make the mo- 
ment for peace efforts auspicious. 
Nonc theless, I understand that a dep- 
utaticon from Kvurepe, including, among 
others, representatives from the English 
and Dutch pacificists, will visit Presi- 
dent Wilson, early in September, in an 
effort to get him to take some step. 


SIR THOMAS TO MAKE GOOD 
$1,250,000 TO LIPTON LIMITED 


LONDON, Aug. 25.—Sir Thomas Lipton 
will pay $1,250,000 out of his own pocket 
to make good deficiencies in the cap- 
ital account and stocks of Lipton Lim- 
ited, of ‘which corporation he is the 
founder and chairman. 

The announcement was made in his 
behalf at the annual meeting of. the 
shareholders and changed their gloom 
into outspoken enthusiasm. Sir Thomas 
was not able to atténd, having been ill 
since returning from his second trip to 
Servia on Red Cross work. 

The stocks of merchandise, it was ex- 
plained, had been overstated in a pre- 
vious balance sheet by some of the man- 
agers, who have been dismissed since 
then, and who lost, it is alleged, a large 
sum in financing affiliated concerns that 
turned out badly. The chairman, it was 
announced, was not responsible for the 
losses and was under no obligation to 
assume them, his action in that respect 
being voluntary.

ST. LOUIS PARTY'S 
WORK IN TROPICS 


Nearly Everybody in Honduras 
Suffering From Disease, Says 
Father Schwitella. 


The Rey. Alphonse Schwitalla, profes- 
sor of biology at St. Louis University, 
returned to the city after a four weeks’ 
visit in British Honduras investigating 
the cause of tropical diseases, in com- 
pany with the Rev. John Cooney, 8. J., 
Richard R. Rooney, 8S. J., a scholastic, 
and Dr. Edward Nelson Tobey, Assist- 
ant City Bacteriologist. He said that all 
of the members of the party believe 
that Dr. Tobey perished with the steam- 
ship Marowijne, of which nothing has 
been heard since Aug. 13, when a trop- 
ical hurricane swept the Yucatan chan- 
nel, through which the vessel was pass- 
ing. 

Dr. Henry Burke of East St. Louls, 
a member of the Federal Bureau of 
Animal Inspection, also was on the 
Marowijne. Three gunboats have been 
sent with instructions to endeavor to 
find traces of the missing vessel. 

Dr. Tobey was a lecturer on tropical 
diseases at St. Louis University and 
Father Schwitalla said that in event 
of his death many of the results hoped 
for from the expedition might not be 
attained, as he had outlined much of 
the work and was in possession of much 
of the detail. 


Priests Missed the Marowijne. 
On the day Dr. Tobey sailed from 


Belize he was to have been met by 
other members of the party who had 
stopped for a day at Porto Barrios. Ow- 
ing to light winds the vessel carrying 
the priests did not reach Belize until 
about half an hour after the Marowijne 
sailed. 

“We had a wonderful trip,” said 
Father Schwitallia, ‘“‘but met with no 
adventures beyond those which always 
come to travelers in tropical countries 
in the way of faulty transportation, poor 
food and fights with insects. We were 
received most cordially everywhere, the 
British Governor, Sir Wilfred Collet, 
kK. Cc. M. B., placing a Government 
launch at our disposal, as all traveling 
must be done by water. There are no 
roads.”’ 

Father Schwitalla said that the party 
visited Belize, Corozal, Stann Creek, 
Puntagorda, Santillo, Barranco, Span- 
ish Cay and Xeibe, a town inhabited by 
Maya Indians. Nine days were passed 
in Belize, the Government headquarters, 
and three days each in the other towns.

The Rev. Mr. Kayser was shot in the 
throat and in the breast. A cord, ap- 
parently twisted out of «& lace curtain, 
was loosely wound about his neck an‘ 
others were about his wrists. The 
police believe that there were two or 
three assailants and thet their first in- 
tention was to chastise the ministe*. 
He is believed to have teen shot when 
he resisted and his vcedy taken to a 
vacant lot nearby, where it was found 
an hour or sc later. 

A second theory of the motive for the 
crime engaged the attention of detec- 
tives today. It was that Kayser’s con- 
gregation did not approve of his con- 
duct as a minister. 

Bloodhounds were taken to the place 
where the body was found, but they 
were unable to pick up a scent.

conducted with the best known methods, 
they found évery member of the 60 fam- 
ilies working 01; the plantation suffering 
from some form of disease. The trouble 
generally was some form of malaria, 
although there were many tropical 
ulcers, the cause of which has not been 
determined. Ip this district the visitors 
found swarms of mosquitoes everywhere 
at all hours of day and night. 

Residents of Barranco were described 
by Father Schwitalla as being a type of 
primitive people. They care nothing 
for clothing and live in huts built of 
branches of trees piled together. 

In the larger towns the visitors found 
& variety of food, but ‘in the smaller 
towns the one food was called casava, 
a sort of crust, half a yard square, 
made of flour prepared from a dried 
root. The natives appear to thrive upon 
it. 

In Puntagorda the visitors found the 
only American physician in the colony, 
Dr. Reger Cutting, who had come there 
several years ago from New York to 
study and who gained such a reputation 
among the residents that he has estab- 
lished himself there.

University of Paris Professor Says 
Chemicals Instead of Serums 
Must Be Used. 

PARIS, Aug. 25.—Dr. Louis Renon, a 
physician connected with the Necker 
Hospital and a member of the medical 
faculty of the University of Paris, has 
announced to the Therapeutic Society 
that as the result of long research he 
is able to prove that tuberculosis, con- 
trary to the generally accepted theory, 
must be treated by chemical means and 

not by serums. 

‘Dr, Renon says that his endeavors 
have been directed toward finding a

ginning he established a list of antisep- 


tics which. arrest the development of 
bacilli in cultures. He also found éub- 
stances without which bacilli cannot de- 
velo. These, he says, are potassium, 
sulphur, phosphates, iron and magnes- 
fur. 

Thus, he claims, therapeutic action 
can be obtained by adding certain sub- 
etances to an animal organism and also 
by withdrawing by means of djetary 
cther substances necessary to the 
growth of bacilli.

WILL OF DR. S. J, NICCOLLS 
GIVES ESTATE TO HIS WIDOW 


Only Exceptions Are Bequests vf 
$2000 Each to Minister’s Two 
Daughters. 


The will of the Rev. Samuel J. Nic- 
colls, pastor of the Second Presbyte- 
rian Church, who died Aug. 19, was filed 
for probate yesterday. Except for be- 
quests of $2000 each to his daughters, 
Mrs. Mary N. Samuel of Lake Forest, 
Ill., and Miss Grace Niccolls, the en- 
tire estate is left to the widow, Mrs. 
Margaret A. Niccolls. At her death 
the estate is to be divided between the 
daughters. If either of the daugh- 
ters dies before the mother, the estate 


is to be divided between the 
surviving daughter and the children of 


the deceased daughter in such propor- 
tion as seems just and desirable to Mrs. 
Niccolls. 

No bequest was made to religious or 
charitable purposes because, as éx- 
plained in the will, it had been for years 
the rule of Dr. Niccolls to give from 
one-tenth to one-sixth of his income to 
those purposes, and the widow is direct- 
ed to continue, as far as possible, such 
charities. 

The will was written on letter paper 
by Dr. Niccolls. Miss Niccolls signed 
it as one of the witnesses. This inval- 
idated the bequest to her, because, un- 
der the law, a beneficiary may not be 
a witness. Miss Niccolis, in order that 
the will: shall not be affected, has 
waived her rights to a share in the 
estate, but she will receive all that her 
father intended her to receive. The es-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—The Chinese 
legation has issued a statement, based 
upon a cablegram from Pekin, declaring 
that Dr. Frank J. Goodnow, American 
adviser to President Yuan Shi Kai, had 
not advised the latter to set himself on 
a throne as Emperor. The statement 
says: 

“In an academical discussion as to 
whether a republic or monarchy was 
more suitable for China, Dr. Goodnow’s 
conclusion was that, inasmuch as the 
republican form of government had not 
fixed a method for determining presi- 
dential succession, the monarchial form 
of government would for this reason 
be safer and more satisfactory, con- 
forming, as it does, more to the genius 
of the Chinese people, and the histor- 
ical development of the nation, but he 
did not say whether this was the proper 
time for such a change.”’ 

Mail reports received here indicate 
that the constitutional drafting com- 
mission, now sitting at Pekin, is under- 
taking to perfect a republican form of 
government.

| THE COMMON MAN IN AMERICA. 

The summary of the Industrial Relations Com- 
mission inquiry prepared by Basil M Manly 
charges that the condition of the workers in this 
country has not improved in proportion with the 
increase in wealth. 

The extent to which immigration facts tend to 
establish the charge is worthy of attention. New- 
comers are confined mostly to those from coun- 
tries in Southern and Eastern Europe, whose 
standards of living are low, migration to us 
from Northern Europe having almost ceased. 
From this it is adduced that our industrial con- 
ditions present little or no superiority over those 
of Northern Europe, where smaller wages are 
compensated for by low cost of living, industrial 
pensions, various forms of social welfare effort. 

Figures are cited purporting to show that the 
wealth of the United States has increased 188 
per cent in 22 years while the total sum paid 
in wages to mining, manufacturing and transpor- 
tation workers has increased only 95 per cent. 
In specific localities deplorable conditions are 
found, caused by a veritable industrial feudalism 
that dominates not only employment opportuni- 
ties, but the social, civic and political life of the 
irhabitants. : 

One of the suggestions of the report as to reme- 
dies is this: 

Strong unions mean decent wages, and de- 
cent wages raise wage earners to a plane of 
thought and action where all their acts and 
mental processes must no longer be directed 
toward a desperate struggle for the very right 
of themselves and families to live. 

It is easy to carp at this, but who can offer a 
better suggestion? We know that the statement 
igs true as to a great many trades and callings. 
In spite of the arrogance and corruption of ex- 
ceptional unions and union leaders, why may it 
not be assumed that it would be true as to a!l 
trades and callings?

In the ultimate analysis all views must be sub- 
ordinate to the American view, our consideration 
for foreign Governments, and peoples, must be 
secondary to our sympathies toward the United 
States and our people. 

The German presse in this country, and the va- 
rious German societies, denounce as pro-British, 
everything that_.is not avowedly pro-German, 
They endeavor4o so stigmatize our press, and our 
Government. But their efforts in that direction 
are wasted. Here again our analytical reasoning 
sifts the evidence and discovers their motives. In 
truth, with them it is “Deutschland Ueber Alles.” 

The accusation that we are acting solely in the 
interest of Great Britain is puerile in the extreme, 


~ end does not inspire us with much confidence in 
. the superiority of the German mind. Our answer 


to Great Britain's dominance is written on the 
pages of the world’s history in unmistakable lan- 
guage, and it was not a German answer. The 


Declaration of Independence was not written nor 
~ signed by Germans. 


The names we reverence as 


expressing our highest ideals of Americanism 
‘do not have a German sound. Among the patriots 


of 1776, an@ among our real leaders since that 
time, how many were German? Yet they have the 
stupidity, or malignancy, to say we are groveling

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FOXY BULGARIA’S CHOICE. 

Bulgaria, which is said to have accepted the 
tender of a railroad by Turkey in preference to 
the liberal offers of territory made her by the 
allies, is shown by the choice to be a pretty close 
figurer after all. She can put an interlocking di- 
rectorate in charge of the Nish, Sofia & Dadea- 
gatch road, form a heavily capitalized holding 
company, sel] it “feeder” lines at exorbitant 
prices and perhaps grab off a few trolley roads 
jfor it to keep down the competition of inter- 
urban companies. Then, when a scandal comes, 
she can insist on an increase in rates and do the 
same thing all over again. 
It may be a little hard. on.the minority stock - 
holders, but for Bulgaria it would be a good deal 
better thing than raising wheat at 15 bushels tc 
the acre on twice as much land as the allies would 
be willing to give her.

A CENSORIOUS ORITIO. 
The action of the Pure Milk Commission, in 
supplying milk made from the best brands of 
condensed milk on Sunday, when it was impos- 
sible to obtain sufficient uncondensed milk, is 
condemned by a reader, who charges that the 
condensed fluid made some infants sick. And the 
critic suggests that the Pure Milk Commission 
“probably made several hundred dollars profit by 
this substitution.” 
Considering that thousands of adult consum- 
ers were unable to obtain their ordinary sup- 
ply of milk and that the Pure Milk Commission 
sent out automobiles for a distance of 40 miles 
in the effort to obtain fresh milk, the critic’s re- 
marks are uncalled for and censorious. The Pure 
Milk Commission is a voluntary body, whose 
members serve without pay, and instead of mak- 
ing profits, it usually has a deficit at the.end of 
each season. : 
The writer of the criticism says that he had 
no difficulty in ‘getting pasteurized milk Sun- 
day. If this is so, he was unusually fortunate. 
| Would he have had the babies starve rather than 
drink milk made from the condensed article, on 
which healthy babies do not usually become 
ill? 
But the incident proves the extreme value of 
the Commission's work and of the Post-Dispatch 
Pure Milk Fund, which is one of the main sup- 
ports of that work. Oondensed milk is certain- 
ly better than none fn an emergency, but sickly 
under-fed babies can only be saved by the sci- 
entifically modified pure milk, such as the Com- 
mission supplies and which has saved so many 
lives. 
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LYNCHING INQUESTS IN GEORGIA. 

The skill with which the witnesses for the Leo 
M. Frank inquest at Marietta were picked out is 
the one feature that justifies admiration in the 
somber Georgia tragedy. 

In a State in which the proportion of automo- 
biles to population is much less than in Kansas a 
score of men took seven motor cars from the sur- 
roundings in which they were usually employed, 
made a journey of nearly 200 miles, abducted 
Frank from the State officials charged with his 
safety, hanged him on the outskirts of a town 
of 6000 inhabitants and separated long after day- 


to select 11 witnesses from the vicinage who were 
unable to throw a particle of light on the identity 
of the criminals. 

‘The owner of the Frey cotton gin, near which 
the hanging took place, saw the string of auto- 
‘mobiles pass his house about 7 a. m. and thought 
he recognized Frank in one of them. But he rec- 
ognized nobody else. A Marietta merchant, mak- 
ing an early drive into town passed the spot 
where the automobiles had been left while the 


‘the man guarding them. “I was going pretty, 
fast,” let it be understood. 

The City Marshal of the small town, a whole 
week after the lynching, had found nothing that 
threw light on the mystery. Automobiles going 
various ways after the hanging were seen, but 
witnesses “paid no attention to them.” No Mari- 
etta automobiles were located showing evidences 
of having made a long journey that night. Obvi- 
ously, when one Georgia gontleman is engaged 
on a lynching the local code of ethics requires 
that other Georgia gentlemen shall not be too ob- 
servant. 

It took the Coroner’s jury three minutes to 
reach the verdict that Frank had been “hanged 
by the neck until dead by unknown parties.” 
But could any 11 other witnesses have been sum- 
moned from all that section of Georgia who would 
know as little about the crime? Indeed, could 
not the jury have rendered the verdict as well 
without as with witnesses? 
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An archeologist has discovered that shorthand 
was in use in the time of the Caesars, but he 
failed to learn whether the stenogs of those days 
could spell and punctuate. 
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DEEDS, NOT UNPROFITABLE WORDS. 

Ambassador von Bernstorff’s note asking that 
no definite stand be taken on the Arabic case 
until the German version of the facts is learned, 
has temporarily lessened the tension, but is of 
importance only so far as it may indicate a 
change in the Berlin attitude. 

The last note sent from Washington to Berlin 
relative to indemnity for sinking the American 
ship William P. Frye contained the following: 

As this disagreement has been reached after 
the full presentation of the views of both 
governments in our previous correspondence, 

a further exchange of views on the questions 

in dispute would doubtless be unprofitable. 

A much fuller presentation of the views of both 
governments has been made in the correspon- 
dence on the questions in dispute over Amerti- 
can interests affected by attacks without warning 
cn merchant vessels. Not only would a further 
exchange gf views be unprofitable, but, so ex- 
haustive has been the discussion, no more views 
remain to be exchanged. Everything having been 
said that can be said, the effort to protect Ameri- 
can citizens must proceed along different lines 
from those of the past. 

The first essential was to convince Germany 
that the administration is resolutely in earnest 
in its determination to afford protection. The 
Von Bernstorff note is reassuring because it may 
show that progress is being made in that work 
of convincing Berlin. The disavowal of specific 
intent as against Americans and tender of sym- 
pathy mark no change in attitude. Similar ex- 
pressions were contained in Germany’s repre- 
sentations after the loss of the Lusitania. 

The singular disregard of our past protests 
was due to Germany’s belief that she was called 
on to make a reply in words only and not deeds. 
For this erroneous impression the hyphenated 
element that assumes to speak for the sentiment 
of the country and Germany’s own official repre- 
sentatives in the United States were to blame. 
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Maybe they want our Mayor Kiel to give in- 
struction in bridge-building at the Fort Sheridan 
civilian camp. 
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MISSOURI’S GREATEST OITIZEN. 
News comes from Jefferson City that Gov. Ma- 
jor will be called upon in a few days by the Pan- 
ama-Pacific Exposition to name Missouri's “great- 
est living man.”

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SURCEASE FROM THE RAINS 
It is pleasant to recall old sayings about the 
rain after one has had too much of it and when, 
the Russians having been chased many miles east 
by north, we may expect a dry spell, perhaps,| 
until the big guns begin thundering again on the 
western battle front. 
It may not be generally known that it was old 
Plutarch who, in his “Life of Caius Marius,” writ- 
ten about A. D. 60, first said: “Extraordinary 
rains pretty generally fall after great battles.” 
And that was before the days of big guns, tor- 
pedoes and mines. “Hxtraordinary rains,” said 
Plutarch. The torrential rainfall this year has 
caused some timid persons to think the end of the 
world is near, but Plutarch’s observations should 
reassure them. 
It was Dean Swift, author of “Gulliver's Trev 
els,” who, in his “Polite Conversation,” re- 
marked: “I know Sir John will go, though he 
was sure it would rain cats and dogs.” And it 
was Burton, in his “Anatomy of Melancholy,” 
who talked of it raining daggers. “For the rain 
it raineth every day” is from Shakspeare’s 
“Twelfth Night,” and is the refrain of the fool- 
ish little song by the Clown at the end of the 
play. 
Perhaps the most pleasing reference to rain 
in any tongue is that in “The Song of Solomon,” 
where the lover calls his beloved and says:

VIGOROUS RISE 
MARKS TRADING 
IN SECURITIES 


Wall Street Market Is Strong on 
Improved Foreign Diplo- 
matic Outlook.

NEW YORK, Aug. 2%.—The Bvening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 

view today says: 

“As in yesterday’s later market, af- 
ter the news of Count von Bernstorff's 
note had been received, so at the Stock 
Exchange opening this morning, the 
paramount influence was the fact that 
the German Government is laboring to 
avert a breach with the United States. 

“Wall streets discussion of the Ger- 
man communication did not differ from 
discussion of it elsewhere, in that its 
actual text was in a measure disap- 
pointing. That it was not in terms a 
disavowal; that it reserved the privi- 
lege of denying the presence of a Ger- 
man submarine in the Arabic disaster; 
that it did not even intimate regret in 
case the Arabic was torpedoed without 
warning, except regret that American 
citizens happened to be drowned—all 
this opened up the possibility of un- 
satisfactory conclusions, Had precisely 
such a note been sent in the Lusitania 
week, Wall street, like the rest of the 
country, would have read it with indig- 
nation. 

Sentiment Not Pessimistic. 

‘But it was also recognized that a 
good deal of water has flowed under 
the mill since the infamous action of 
last May. Our Government has sub- 
mitted a virtual ultimatum, and the 
Berlin Foreign Office must be perfectly 
well aware of what is necessary to 
conform to it. 

“Beyond all else, the reasoning of 
the financial community and the 
market was, this morning, that the 
German Government is taking what 
would in any case be the first step 
towards a formal disavowal. The in- 
tentional ambiguity of or 
might be readily ascribed to a 
wish to break the Government’s 
change of attitude gently to the 
German people, or it might be ex- 
plained by a wish to spare the feel- 
ings of the Von Tirpitzes and Re- 
ventlows. In either case, the dispo- 
sition on the Stock Exchange was to 
give to the authors of the note full 
benefit of doubt, If mistrust and 
uncertainty are hereafter to  sur- 
round the question when a fair time 
limit shall have expired, and Berlin 
is asked by Washington to state its 
purposes more explicitly, the market 
will cross that next bridge at the 
proper time. For the present Wall 
street’s primary conclusion is that 
the crisis, even if not averted, is 
postponed, and that Germany is most 
anxious not to invite its recurrence.
